Id anoiliur column will ub louud a letter 
from a firm largely connected with our 
mercantile affairs, on the question of the 
mail subsidy. The interest taken in this 
matter by our principle merohants is mani- 
festing itself eo strongly every day, and 
their complaints are beoaming so urgent and 
.numerous that wo intended returning to il 
this morning if we had not received the let- 
ter referred to. No one can deny the neces- 
sity for immediate action in order to iuluse 
new vigor into our commercial lifo. The 
general deeire is to subsidize a boat which 
will keep the intercourse and communication 
with San Fruncisco unbroken. The Aciivo 
running simply to Portland and this town is 
no advantage to our merchants, because tho 
laws of the United States, as justly stilted by 
the firm referred to, will not allow a reship- 
ment of bonded freight at Astoria or Port- 
land, so in this respect wo are reduced to tho 
six woeks trips of the Onflumme or any other 
chiince boat going to Sitka. If 82000 for 
two trips a month were given to the Wright, 
the only available boat to bo hnd at present, 
it would only incur an additional oxpenso of 
some $500 a mouth over wbn! our people 
have hiiberto paid, and that iriliing sum 
in the additional business which would there- 
by be created, would soon be recovered. To 
excite a lively opposition during tho ensu 
ing summer, even as an experiment, would 
bo worth the expenditure, lor we have tho 
authority of a high American official for 
stating, in tho event of reasonable fares, a 
number of families would come hero tem- 
porarily, and probably for good. There cut) 
be no doubt also that many peoplo would 
come to our mines if they could only do so 
at anythiug liko a reasonable price, but tho 
present enormous faro from Sun Francisco to 
Victoria puts its altogether out of their 
power. The question assumes great impor- 
tance at this particular time, and in conjuno» 
tion with those who have thus laudibly 
brought it boldly before the public, we urge 
the Select Committee to do all that can be 
done and to do it without delay.

LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, May 4, midnight — There was 
a very full house nt tho opening of tho 
session of the Houso of Commons tox 
night. The Prince of Wales and Prince 
Christian of Schleswig Holstein were 
among the distinguished visitors present. 
The Premier and Gladstone were londly 
cheered as they entered and look their 
seats, After fomo unimportant business 
Disraeli rose and was greeted with cheers 
from the ministerial benches. He review- 
ed the course of the Tory administration 
which at its outset was without a ma" 
jority of supporters in the House, and 
spoke of its uniform success ; so entiro 
indeed that even its opponents acknotv" 
ledged it, and on two occasions when 
Lord Derby expressed a wish to resign 
they urged him to remain in office ; 
financially its record was faultless in for- 
eign affairs. Lord Stanley has raised the 
pros tigo of the nation vastly, preserving 
peace with the continent and with the 
Great Republic in the west and in Irc« 
land the ministry have triumphed at every 
point and at the same timo conciliated 
the people. In Abyssinia a great deed 
of arms for humanity had done credit 
not only to the officers and soldiers en- 
gaged, but also to tho miuistry who 
planned it. 

Thursday last on the vote upon tho 
first of a series of resolutions, the minis- 
try encountered a new question which 
threatened confusion in Ireland, and 
ultimately the overthrow of the English 
Church, the effect of which would bo that 
all would be abrorbed by the Church of 
Homo. To this measure he could not us 
sent, and he had asked the House for 
time to advise with tho Qaeea on the 
new attitude of affairs. Her Majesty had 
heard his statement, and not only den 
clincd his resignation but urged him not 
to dissolve Parliament at present or un- 
til an appeal could be made to new con- 
stituents This he hoped to do with the 
aid of tho Houso. Her Majesty deprcs 
cates the urgency with which Gladstone 
pressed his resolution, and hoped that 
the suspension of tho order of tho duy 
would not pass now. He was ready to 
give some other member of Government 
the right to carry on tho discussion il 
debate there must be. 

Mr Gladstone said the Premier's praise 
of tho Tories was not only iu bad tatsc 
but untrue, especially that portion res- 
pecting the finances. Lord Derby he 
remarked was not asked to stay in offico 
iu 1850. 

Gladstone doubted whether t'uo dum 
logium passed by the Premier was a 
challenge lo the opposition or a rnp to the 
Tories to perMiade them to remain in 
office, He laughed at the cry of danger 
to the established Church ; and at the 
other, that the Church of Rome

disgrace to the ministry ; but in holding 
office after such a vote, there was no 
reason why the constitutional practice 
should be dispensed with in favor of 
Disraeli, who know well enough that no 
Irish or Scotch Reform bill, not of a 
nature to suit the Irish and Scotch 
Liberals, could pass the Ilouso. 

Disraeli fixed 1th of May for dobato 
on the Irish Church question. 

Tho House then took up the budget 
and consideration of the resolution, to 
mako tho income tax sixpence on tho 
pound sterling. 

In tho Houso of Lords, a statement 
was mado by the Miuistsr similar in 
tenor to that iu tho Commons.
